Mr. Edward IL. Chase, well known horse portrait painter, has been good 
enough to illustrate The Chronicle’s ‘Ideal Point-to-Point Course’ 
the “‘lane-in-and-out’”’ to give sufficient jumping for the spectators and the 
mile and a half points to afford ample opportunity to test the ability of the 
hunting man in open country. At the finish a flagged course will necessitate 
jumping into a lane, going up the lane and jumping out and then swinging 
about sharp right handed for the quarter of a mile drive to the finish. All 
of this will demand the best efforts of the hunting man with his handy- 
hunting-hunter, capable of staying six miles and breezing a final quarter. 

In the artist’s illustration, typical obstacles found in a hunting country 
have been sketched. A course does not necessarily have to have made ob- 
stacles as the sketch might imply, but rather the jumps to be found in the 
mile and a half points would be natural boundary line fences of that par- 
ticular area. The course should be open for walking a day in advance.

Feb 6th., 8th., 10th., 12th., 1940 

At precisely 12:50 P. M. on Tues- 
day, 12:42 P. M. Thursday and 12: 
20 P. M. Saturday, the air and earth 
cosied up, producing thereby a 
Hound elixir, commonly known as 
scent, and Hounds drinking deep of 
this, ran like the very devil. 

It was mostly hill topping for the 
field on Tuesday, when Hounds found 
and ran their fox from one end of the 
Jones Woods to the other and back 
again. However what was missing in 
the human participation was almost 
balanced by the musical program. 
First Hounds rendered a 25 minute 
symhonic poem ending abruptly at an 
earth and then an indignant subs- 
criber who desired to hunt until the 
cows and commuters come home, pro- 
duced a solo sforzando-,when Hounds 





went in. 

Thursday was as handsome over- 
head as it was ugly under foot. The 
sun had honeycombed the earth with 
invisible souffles and where the sun 
had not set these leg breaking traps, 
ice and snow still clung. 

The only diversion during the first 
hour and forty two minutes was the 
late arrival of our Beamish Boy. His 
spoken greeting was for all, his un- 
spoken one for the light of his eyes. 
They drifted to the field’s tail and 
when Hounds found in Harry Davi- 
son’s big meadow, the field like lit- 
tle Bo-Peep’s sheep left their tail 
behind them. 

South Hounds ran, taking a slight 
detour requiring the negotiation of 
two fences from a take-off of slime 
to a souffle landing, and on they 
went through Brokaw’s across the 
North Hempstead Turnpike _ into 
Brewster’s bearing left into Suarez’s 
where they over-ran the ‘‘line’’ and 
checked for a moment—South again 


across the Muttontown Road into 
Winthrops and horses could not stay 
with the flying pack. West the fox 
turned, crossed the Jericho-Brook- 
ville Road into Howe’s and ran for 
his life down a wooded path. Where 
this path met the driveway stood a 
stout oak, of which more anon. The 
fox crossing out of the woods had no 
heart to face the open and making a 
sharp hair-pin turn struggled up the 
hill towards the Howe House. 
Hounds pulled him down ere he 
reached the summit and here we 
were joined by Dot Register’s chest- 
nut mare without Dot, 27 minutes 
exactly—a 4 mile point and _ not 
much more as Hounds ran. 

We found Dot on the driveway, un- 
comfortably bedded on two mud be- 
strewn coats. Despite her noble At- 
tempts to minimize the degree of the 
pain in the leg which had met the 
unresisting oak, we carted her off 
at once to the Glen Cove Hospital. 


And here I should like to pause 
and say that rarely are the Good 
Samaritans of any hunt the most 
prominent subscribers, but often the 
“insignificant’’ dealers and grooms. 

While the docs were pulling their 
whiskers and diagnosing the injury 
as multiple leg hemorrhages requir- 
ing hospitalization, a fox slipped-out 
of the Burquest Woods to the North 
and had the ill luck to be viewed. 
Hounds hunted him at a good pace 
across two highroads to the Piping 
Rock Show grounds, then back some 
two miles to the North Hempstead 
Turnpike, then tried a couple of fast 
short loops and went to ground by 
the Burquest tennis court. A two 
mile point, 4-144 miles as Hounds ran, 
20 minutes—track soupy. 

At 12:20 Saturday morning in a 
driving rain Hounds jumped their 
second fox of the morning deep in 
Ellis’ and were away like a shot-gun 
bride-groom. They ran South-East to 
Smith’s, no great distance but over 
a fortified line, then turned back in 
their tracks over the same and hoist- 
ing their suspenders, ran at tremen 
dous pace West to Winthrops, North 
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Thursday, February 8th. The meet 
was at the Klair Farm at one o’clock. 
The day was over-cast; the Tempera- 
ture in the 40’s, with no wind. While 
there was still frost in the ground, 
the thaw was sufficiently deep that 
footing was good. 

The first covert drawn was Fac- 
tory Woods, in which a fox was 
found that gave a circling run for 
about 40 minutes. Scenting condi- 
tions were spotty and there were a 
number of checks, but Hounds work- 
ed well and denned the fox on the 
Klair Farm. 

The next covert drawn was the 
clearing of Mr. Clarence Buffing- 
ton’s, in which a fox was also found.

to Jays, South to Aldrich’s (we have 
now completed a circle about 3 miles 
in length) and eventually Hounds 
lost on Ellis’—-20 minutes and about 
4-14 miles. The field was pretty well 
strewn about as the rises and dips in 
the Broad Hollow woods seem to 
swallow sound and such was the 
pace and the going, that only those 
with advantageous positions or no 
sense of self preservation were up 
with Hounds all the way. 

At 12:37, Abraham _ Lincoln’s 
Birthday, (being half D. Yankee- 
half D. Virginian I can admire the 
great Emancipator as well as Robert 
Kk. Lee) two country lads jumped out 
of a coupe and breathlessly announe- 
ed that a fox had crossed ‘them there 
fields less’ an five minutes since and 
him as big as a collie dog’’. ‘‘Pro- 
bably was a collie’, Harry muttered 
but turning graciously towards the 
lad running beside him, asked for 
the exact spot. Hounds on reaching 
this ran like blazes for one hundred 
yards and then spent some = con- 
siderable time casting about the 
Ladew Meadows, while John and 
Ralph tried to round-up 2. loose 
horses which had leaped from a pad- 
dock into the midst of the pack. 

Only the Meadow Brook subscrib- 
ers would be interested in a detailed 
account of our subsequent meander- 
ings in pursuit of this fox, and but 
a handful of these could picture it 
accurately from such details. We 
covered at varying paces and with 
considerable assistance, from the 
eagle eyed babies, some three miles 
of mud in 33 minutes and lost in 
Iselin’s. Now this does not sound 
fraught with interest but somehow 
it was. The folk who love to watch 
Hounds work, had ample opportunity 
to do so. Those whose only hunting 
interest lies in locust poles and chest- 
nut rails found an added fillip in the 
slithering take-offs and landings, and 
those who came out to waggle their 
eyes and ears at those of the op 
posite sex were warmed to. their 
work by the spring-like character of 
the day. 

My offspring added their report 
on the way home. Said the little one 
“Mrs. X makes me so mad I could 
kill her. She goes lopity lop up to 
that big fence on Bailey’s and of 
course her old horse refuses and then 
she swings around goes into it at a 
trot, and here I come steaming down 
to it from the hill and just as Shirley 
takes off, her plug refuses and turns 
in front of me and Shirley twists in 
the air and jumps the post. I was 
terribly afraid”’ 

Said the big one: “Oh Mom, did I 
get a few pointers today. Did you 
know the way to drive men mad is 
to pretend to be interested in only 
what other women are talking, but 


to roll yours eyes round just enough 
so that the men can see you’re crazy 
about them’’.—

There promptly followed an exhibit- 
ion of bucking and what not which 
would put many a good western ro- 
deo to shame. 

Hounds both packed and mouthed 
well on the first cast, but strung out 
badly and were mute on the second 
cast around the old Westwood Golf 
Course. Here three solid post and 
rails in succession put horses and 
riders on their mettle with apparent- 
ly bottomless footing. 


One of the spectators dropped a 
rail on the third jump, but just to 
convinee the gallery of their fool- 
hardiness all of the riders took the 
high panel. 


It was on this cast that one-third 
of the field pulled out, leaving a duo 
composed of Arthur Collins and 
Walter Craigie. Hounds’ regained 
their tongues on the third cast around 
to Martin’s, doing their most bril- 
liant work of the afternoon. 

The next two casts were unevent- 
ful, Hounds spreading and straggl- 
ing badly, and at Kessler’s Dr. Shield 
called it a day, the rain having start- 
ed again.

field Hounds again and this time they 
streamed to us, only, as it happened, 
our Hounds jumped the fox they had 
been hunting. After two brief checks, 
Hounds led us north through the 
pines and then right over the field 
across Kennel Road into Dr. Hutch- 
inson’s north meadow, straight across 
to the east woods and out into the 
field. We all prayed for the fox to 
lead us straight on north over the 
wide Atwater Kent fields, but no, he 
turned right and led us across Crum 
Creek Road into the Meazey pro- 
perty. Here he led us down one per- 
pendicular hill and up another with 
diabolical directness, as the crow flies 
to Allen’s Hollow. Travelers to the 
Stygian shore must journey through 
a place like Allen’s Hollow, dark and 
shadowy with ditches and bogs and 
hills and gloomy little streams. On 
the far edge of the Hollow on the 
side of a hill, Hounds packed up 
around the foot of an old tree told 
the story, the fox, daunted, perhaps, 
by the surrounding gloom, had gone 
to earth. 


We followed Huntsman Quigley 
and Hounds through the Catholic 
Orphanage grounds into St. Peters 
and St. Pauls over the road into the 
Atwater Kent property, and left 
around the Paxson Hollow’ Golf 
course straight through the Building 
Lot Property into the Link Worrell 
woods. Here Hounds uncovered an 
unusually large and beautiful red 
fox. We had an excellent view of him 
as he circled through the edge of the 
woods. He proved to be a high power- 
ed “ringer’’, circling gaily through 
the Worrell woods, across Cedar 
Grove Road into the Battles’ pro- 
perty and back again. Once or twice 
he made us happy by pretending to 
straighten out, but immediately the 
old meanie would duck back into the 
briar and honeysuckle 
one or the other side of the road. 
Growing weary at last of this little 
game, huntsman, Hounds and field 
deliberately walked out on the beau- 
tiful deceiver and crossed over into 
Snakehouse Woods, and from there 
into Broad Lawn. Just as someone 
said bitterly to Mr. Coxe, ‘‘What 
about that run you promised us?’’ 
and as the rest of us were deciding 
sadly we might as well go home, 
Hounds spoke—authoritative speech 
this time!—in the woods bordering 
the Reservoir to the south.

OLD FASHIONED BONE AND SINEW 


~~ 








The development of the hunter in this country is undergoing a process of 
change. Like every other form of activity, the breeding of the hunter is apt 
to go in cycles. 
and then back again but at the moment, the hunter game would appear to 
be at the top of one swing and ready to start downward again. 


The process is an endless swing from one cycle to another 


Some fifty years ago, gentlemen were hunting halfbred horses. They were 
big, strong horses, and they were developed in many cases from the family 
driving horse. Father made the money and in doing so drove the mare and 
buggy back and forth to the city. The mare was the old American Saddle 
or Hackney type, or similar to the Morgan. The son grew up with a propen- 
sity for sport, the mare was bred to a thoroughbred stallion and sonny had 
a hunter with which to indulge in the sport for which his Daddy had little 
time. There were great halfbred hunters in America fifty years ago. Today 
they are hard to find and harder to sell, but the reason for the latter is link- 
ed with the former. A top notch half bred hunter that can go across coun- 
try without pulling, that can leap big fences consistently and brilliantly, that 
is a really great conveyance to Hounds, will still bring top prices today. This 
type of horse is not being bred at the moment If they were they could be 
sold. There was one, not such an outstanding horse, either, as good half- 
breds go, that brought $3,000 but a short time ago in Virginia. 


The cycle has now reached a point, where thoroughbreds are seen in every 
hunting field. Whether fitted to ride thoroughbreds or not, the cry is for 
blood horses and they are being taken off the track when they cannot run, 
or have broken down, or are just dogs, and have been turned into the hunter. 
This scheme of things is not one to long continue for it is wrecking itself 
rapidly on its own illogical process. You breed for one thing that is diamet- 
rically opposed to the other. You don’t get what you want, namely a race 
horse, so you turn around and try to turn the race horse into the thing you 
did not breed for, namely bone, muscle, sinew, ability to go quietly and eas- 
ily, ability to hunt, ability to jump. 


This system has just about wrecked the market in Virginia for hunters. 
Today the Genessee Valley is doing a more outstanding job turning out 
Virginia is attempting to make hunters out of their 
cast off race horses This is the hard way. A hunter is an animal that 
can be made of the existing race horse only with infinite patience and time 
and often results in failure. In every movement, there are always those who 
diagnose the trend and are quick to sieze the opportunity. Some breeders 
are starting halfbreds again It is not a hard job to get the bone back into 
the hunter, particularly when it is remembered that any breeder who has 
ever crossed a Percheron stallion with a thoroughbred mare has secured 
about the best jumping trick that walks. A couple of more infusions of the 
thoroughbred strain, and the Percheron disappears, and the fine looking, 
heavyweight hunter reappears.

The real problem in this process is going to be the education of the human. 
There is a great feel to a thoroughbred. There is also great quality and 
even more important, it tickles the vanity of the smart lady, to be riding 
something beautiful, even though the lady risks her neck to do it. The 
pendulum, however, is apt to swing so far, that the weedy race horse begins 
to turn over and the halfbred, whether he is developed from Morgan, Suffolk, 
Cleveland Bay, or Percheron, will jump where those on thoroughbreds don’t 
want to go. When this happens, the metamorphosis will be complete, and a 
healthy infusion will have been completed in our modern hunters that are 
sorely in need of some good old fashioned half bred bone and muscle.

Fun Without Flags 


The Chronicle 
Middleburg, Va. 
Dear Sir: 

For several years I have been read- 
ing and listening to argument about 
various ‘‘Point-to-Points’’. I have rid- 
den in all variety. 

Why not leave the flag course to 
the race horse? Genuine hunters and 
hunting people do not understand 
or like riding between flags; when 
you hunt you do not try and see 
which one can get between two 
stakes the fastest; if any one crowds, 
a true hunter will pull back. The 
“Point-to-Point” is for the hunting 
people not for spectators or for the 
ones that like to ride for the thrill 
of speed with no consideration fo1 
their horse. 

From one point to another is really 
the greatest sport, the most fun, re- 
quires the greatest knowledge of the 
country and pace. But it has its dis- 
advandages. One either sees the start 
and not the finish or reverse; if 
you have more than one race, it 
makes it quite hard to get the other 
horses over and is very apt to make 
mix ups. 

A point and back has only one dis- 
advandage. The top fighters meet the 
others coming, on their return. 

To go to various points I] think 
is really the best, making a circle. It 
requires knowledge of country, pace, 
But do not use chips, give each horse 
a saddle number and have it checked 
off at the two points. 

The next largest argument seems 
to be distance. If you have a fast 
run with Hounds of half an hour or 
longer; you come in and say how 
great was the run which covered 
quite a bit of country or maybe a 
five or six mile point and back or 
several circles; a great day! If you 


have just fifteen minutes it is usually 
spoken of as ‘‘just a little burst’’— 
why not let the ‘Point-to-Points”’ 
average over six miles or seven then 
you will get down to the real hunter 


that can stay with Hounds until the 


end, not just the horse that has speed 
and the ability to jump fast. 

Last but not least—-what about 
the women. I think there are only 
two ways to solve that problem, 
have two distinct races one for gen- 
tilmen and one for the ladies a mixed 
race, minium weight 160 pounds. 
(this, would eliminate the cry 
“women ride lighter than men’’). 
As a rule the average woman rides 
at 160 pounds. Another cry a gentle- 
man will not ride a woman off or 
maybe he will give into her? I 
speak fro mexperence as I have rid- 
den the Point-to-Points ever since 
Warrenton revived them in 1934. 
I have never had a gentleman give 
way for me or in any way lessen his 
position. I also have never felt that 
a man was discourteous or taking 
advandage of me in any way. 

As for a ‘‘Ladies Race’: It would 
not be the same as riding in an 
“Open Race”. It would draw ladies 
that would not ride in an ‘Open 
Race”. If an “Open Race” is re- 
stricted to gentlemen then by all 
means have a ‘‘Ladies Race.”’ 

I not only have a love for real 
unflagged point to points from rid- 
ing in them but I have two of the 
old Point-to-Point Cups. The War- 
renton Hunt Point-to-Ponit Steeple- 
chase April 11, 1898, heavy weight 
190 pounds, won by “Chance owned 
by John S. Gaines ridden by Ernest 
O. Hayes, Warrenton Hunt Point-to- 
Point Steeplechase April 6th, 1904 
won by “Mrs. Murphy’? owned and 
ridden by John S. Gaines.
